To them, and
to all on hoard, we shall ever owe a debt of gratitude for
thetr unfounded kindntsa to us.

From the Frenchman who was picked up, we learned
that the I'ramer wiih ebieh we came in collision was

tbo screw ateamer Vo-t», from St. Pierre, bonni for and
beloiglng to Urenvilio, F a oca. Aa near aa wa oou'd
le.rn, tbe Veata waa steering oast southeast, and wan

croasirg our ceurso two point*, with all Sails act, wind
west by eouth. Bar anchor stock, about seven by fear
Inches equals, was driven through the bows of tha
Artie, about eighteen inches above tha water lino and
an immense hole had been mado, at the same Instant,
by the fluke of tha anchor, about two feet below the
water bno, raking fore and aft the plank, and finally
breaking tbe chains, luring tbe stock remaining in
and through the aide of tbe Arct o, or it it not on-

likely that, m so muoh of her bows had been crashed
in, that soma of the heavy longitudinal pieces of iron
running through the ship may have been drivea
through our side, causing the loss of our ship, and, I
fear, hundreds cf most valuable lives.

1 hare safely arrived at Qoebt-o, and T am left without
a penny in tbo world with which to help myself. With
sincere grstitndo to those from whom I have reoaivrd
such unbounded kindness since I bars boon providen¬
tially thrown amongst tlem, I am about to separata ta
go to New York.a borne of sorrow.

I learned from the pwtofj at quarantine, last fjeniag,
inat tbj vfkia had iticked St. Johns with several pas¬
senger* irom tha Arctic, but conld not loam tbo particu¬
lars. Aa soon aa I can got on shore I shall make arrange-
meats to leave for Now York with the liaat possible delay.
